Requiem, Op. 48 Gabriel Fauré 


"My Requiem ... expresses not so much the fear of death as the 
peacefulness of eternal rest. For that is how I see death: as 
a happy deliverance, an aspiration to something better, not a 
Joyless transition to some ominous unknown. Gounod's music is 
sometimes accused of leaning towards the sensuous. But his 
temperament predisposed him to feel that way and naturally in- 
fluenced his expression of religious emotion. For isn't it 
necessary to take into consideration the personality of an 
artist? How in my Requiem, perhaps I have need to break away 
from conventional form. Look at how long I played the organ 
at funerals. I know the service by heart. In my Requiem I 
wished to do something new".
